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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Agreement appears to be reached in that the 
prior art of record does in fact teach the use of the very nucleotide composition (e.g., biotinylated nucleotides) that are encompassed by 
the claim term, "template-deficient nucleotide." The definition of the term, as found at page 6 of the specification, as which was 
reproduced in the prior Office action does not stipulate the need for one to use a specific polymerase. While argument has been 
presented that the prior art does not teach the use of a specific polymerase, it is noted that the claims are not so limited. In short, 
applicant is arguing limitations not present in the claims. Accordingly, and in the absence of convincing evidence to the contrary, the 
rejection is maintained . 
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
